RECORDS TO GET 
AAA PAYMENTS

Sales slips or other records of their 
sales of whole jnilk or butterfat must 
be kept by farn^ers, commencing Oct. 
1, in order to share in the benefits 
of the payments to dairy farmers un- 
der the recently announced dairy feed 
program, according to A. C. Faulkner, 
chairman of the Lake county Triple-A 
committee. 

He states that farmers will be asked 

iSjlo supply those records to the AAA 

' office for use as a basis in coniputincj 

pi-yments. Accuracy in keeping the 

records is important, he emphasizes. 

"The payment rates for Illiiois will 
bn 30 cents per hundredweight for 
whole milk and 4 cents for butterfat 
in all counties north of and including 
Henderson, Warren, Knox, Peoria, 
Woodford, Livingston, Ford and Iro- 
quoit. They will be 35c per hundred 
weight for milk in all counties to the 
south. Payments for butterfat will be 
the same in all counties." 

Compcnsales Feed Increases 

This program is designed to protect 
the farmers against increases in the 
cost of dairy feeds, including hay, 
which have occurred since September 
1942, according to Lee M. Gentry, 
chairman of the Hlinois Agricultural 
. Conservation committee. The pro- 
gram as now established is expected 
to operate from Oct. 1 to Dec. 31, 
1043. 

It is anticipated that the first pay- 
ments will be made to cover October 
sales. The exact date of the initial 
payments will depend on the avail- 
ability of administrative forms. Pay- 
ment procedure Is expected to be rel- 
atively simple, with checks being 
drawn by the Lake County AAA of- 
fice for redemption at local banks. 
Exact details will be available soon at 
all AAA officeft, Faulkner sayi.

Almost at 
the same time, we were reading the headlines telling 
ihat U. S. Forces had bombed Wake Island. It was 
with something of a shock that we realized it was not 
so long ago when we were reading of the sullerings in 
London under the blitz— and of the heroic, incredible 
resistance of the .Marines on Wake island under the on- 
slaughts of the Japanese. 

It seems as though the uheel of war is turning, full 
circle. But the sufTering and sadness of war are con- 
stant. 

We believe that the L;reat General MacArthur spoke 
deep truth when he said the other day. commenting on 
successful aetiun in the Pacific, "Almighty God has 
blessed our oirorls." 

There is Mimething more than the power, or might, 
or wealth, or eflieioncy of America shown in the astound- 
ing spirit, the sometimes incredible achievements of 
bei men — yes, anci of her women, too. 

And that is the deep, carncsl conviction of right. 
No greed for phmder, no blind hatreds, no fantastic 
(onceplions ol' a siiper-worid-ruling race brought .-Vmer- 
iea into the war. With all her faults— and we know 
they are many — we can still be proud of our country 
and its defenders. 

We shall be less than worthy of tiiem if wo do not 
try to build — not after the war. but starting right now — 
a belter an(i a finer America, and if we do not sincerely 
try to aid al! nations in building a better, a kinder, and 
a more honest world.

HONORING OUR PARENTS 

LESSON TEXT— Exodus 20:12; Luke a:4a- 
61; Mark 7:6-13; John 10:25-27. 

GOLDEN TEXT— ChUdrcn, obey your 
parents in the Lord: for this U right,— 
Ephcslans Q:l. 

Right relations between children 
ond parents have much to do with 
the peace and prosperity of a com- 
munity and a nation. Experience 
hus demonstrated that to be true, 
but even more basic is the fact that 
it is in occord with the promise of 
God. 

One of the bad breakdowns in 
modern life is that of proper honor 
and obedience to parents by chil- 
dren. In all too many homes God's 
order has been reversed and instead 
of honoring and obeying their par- 
ents, children (both young and old) 
have talcen the place of "boss," and 
mother and father must obey if they 
want peace and rest. 

The need for our lesson of todoy 
is both great and acute. The future 
happiness of hundreds of thousands 
of children and the present welfare 
of thousands of neglected and boss- 
ridden parents will depend on the 
intelligence and faithfulness with 
which this lesson is taught in our 
churches, and the hunesty of heart 
with which we all receive its truth. 

I. The Command and Promise 
(Exod. 20:12). 

Wo are told by Paul that this is 
the "first commandment with prom- 
ise" (Eph. 6:1-3). The Lord was 
not making a bargain with man, or 
seeking to draw out obedience by a 
prize, but there is obviously a great 
reward in the observing of this com- 
mandment. 

, Then, too, as the children of God 
(if we are such) through Jesus 
Christ, the first and most important 
consideration to come before us is, 
What is the mind and will of the 
Maker of us all regarding this mat- 
tor of the relation between parents 
and children? His words arc plain— 
wo are to "honor" our fathers and 
bur mothers. 

The word "honor" carries with it 
a great many things, but perhaps 
the three outstanding elements are 
respect, obedience, and aflection. 

Our Lord Jesus Christ, who is the 
Saviour and then the Example of 
believers, presents a beautiful pat- 
tern of true obedience to this com- 
mandment, 

II. WmUiK Obedience (Luke 2:48- 
51; John 19:25-27). 

The fact that Jesus was God mani- 
fest in the flesh only enhanced His 
conduct. He who is divine presents 
an example of obedience and con- 
sideration both /OS boy and man 
which we do well to emulate. 

1. As a Boy (Luke 2:48-51). The 
boy Jesus, increasing "in wisdom 
and stature, and in favor with God 
and man" (v. 52), had come to His 
twelfth year nnd with His parents 
had gone up to Jerusalem to cele- 
brate the Passover. 

Tlicre moved in His heart the con- 
viction that He must now be about 
His Father's business- an altogeth- 
er proper ond commendable pur- 
pose, but one .which resulted for 
the moment in separation from His 
porcnts. This was far more serious 
than a physical separation, for wc 
road that they did not understand 
Him (V, 50). 

Tragic" indeed are the conse- 
quences of our failure to understand 
our children. Notice, liowever, that 
Jesus did not withdraw Himself from 
their watchful care, nor refuse to 
obey them oven though they failed to 
understond Him. Equally tragic arc 
the results of hasty and bitter sep- 
arations brought about by the dis- 
obedience of children. 

2. As a Man (John 19:25-27). The 
value of our lesson will be greatly 
reduced if we see only the responsi- 
bility of children whjie thoy are 
young. We are the children of our 
parents as long as we and they 
live. 

One marvels at the carelessness 
and hardness of heart that will per- 
mit men and women who have lime 
and money for everything else, to 
neglect their aged parents and even 
shunt them on into a public institu- 
tion for care. 

III. Hypocriticnl Disobcilicncc 
(Mark 7:0-13). 

Such an important commandment 
naturally held a high place in the 
thinking of the community. To vio- 
late it involved a measure of shame 
which men sought to avoid. So the 
Jews of Christ's day devised a 
scheme which made it possible for 
a man to appear to be very religious 
even as he deprived his parents of 
the honor and liolp to whicli they 
were entitled by the law of God. 

The man who was so avaricious 
that he did not wish to support his 
aged and needy parents could en- 
tirely evade that God-given respon- 
sibility by declaring that his proper- 
ty was "Corban," that is, dedicated 
by a vow to God. Thereafter no 
matter how great was the need of 
his parents they could receive noth- 
ing. -'^ 

Thus- do men make "the word of 
God-of none eilect" (v. 13) through 
their traditions. The method dilTcra' 
but the spirit persists even in our' 
day.
